Twenty-nine new cards have been issued in the last 
year making a total of 703; number of books loaned 4292 
classified as follows: Fine Arts, 7; Biography, 46; Poetry, 
14; Descriptive, 19; Fiction, 3998; History, 54; Litera- 
ture, 31; Miscellaneous, 2; Natural Science, 45; Religion, 
6; Reference,3; Sociology, 15; Travel, 45; Useful, 4;

_ The schools, which will close their winter term the 
19th, will then have been in session thirty-six weeks since 
our last repert. The teachers have all done faithful and 
conscientious service. ‘There have been changes in all our 
teaching force except at the “lark School. Miss Howe 
was giving such excellent satisfaction there that, at the 
request of the parents, she was retained. Miss King left 
the South School to enter a Normal School and Miss War- 
ner left North Main Street to be married. Miss Bassett 
had done such thorongh and efficient work in the Pollard 
Primary for two years, that we thought it advisable to 
place her in charge of the Grammar School which she has 
managed with her usual enthusiasm and success. Miss 
Emery, who had taught the Westville School with much 
satisfaction to all, was transferred to the Pollard Primary 
and was succeeded in Westville by Miss Bartlett who is 
proving heiself equally efficient and satisfactory. 

~The South and the North Main Street school houses 
have been painted. In doing this it was found necessary 
to do considerable repairing. Some repairs have had to 
be made at the Clark school house and this school room 
and the rooms at the. Pollard School have been whitened. 
We think it would be for the health of our children if all 
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the school rooms were cleaned and whitewashed once @ 
year and we recomm2nd a small appropriation for this and 
other necessary repairs as the small amount of the school 
money we are allowed to use for this purpose is not sul- 
ficient. 

Miss Bassett and the scholars of the Pollard hans 
mar School gave an entertainment in the fall by which 
money was raised to buy a piano and fine pictures of Pres- 
ident Lincoln and of Hon. A. G. Pollard, the benefactor of 
the school and town. These pictures were unveiled with 
appropriate exercises on the one hundredth anniversary 
of Lincoln’s birth. In reference to this, the following ac- 
tion was taken by the School Board: To Miss Grace M. 
Bassett, teacher of the Pollard Grammar School, Plaistow. 
N. H.: Ata meeting of the school board of Plaistow it 
was voted unanimously to extend to you and your scholars 
the thanks of the board for the Bradbury square piano 
and the portraits of Abraham Lincoln and Arthur G. Pol- 
lard for the Pollard school room. 

The board fully appreciates the Sree of these gifts - 
the piano to assist in the cultivation of the musical talent 
of the children, and the portraits to inspire them to strive 
for the highest attainment, which is a noble character 
The board would congratulate you on your interest and 
successful efforts. |

Since the meeting of the School Board we have learn- 
ed that Miss Howe and the pupils of the Clark School 
have beautified their school room with several pictures 
purchased with the proceeds of an entertaimment given by 
them on Christmas eve. 

For three years at the ot Lag of the State Superin. 
tendent, we have inserted an article in the warning for 
the school meeting to see if the town would unite with 
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other towns to employ a district superintendent. This ar- 
ticle has been voted down without a word of discussion. 
We think that courtesy to the State Superintendent and a 
desire to seek the best welfare of our schools demands at 
least a fair consideration of this measure. It is certain 
that our schools need a more careful and constant super- 
vision than the school board have time to give and proba- 
bly than they are competent to give. The fact that Mas- 
sachusetts has put all her schools under this district 
supervision and that it has the hearty approval of the best 
educators is a strong point in its favor. Let us at least 
give it our consideration and learn what we can from those 
towns which have adopted it. As the state pays one-half 
the expense, the cost to us need not be more than $200 — 
Atkinson pays $150. 

Your attention was called to the question of consol- 
idation of our schools in our last report and a committee 
was appointed to take the matter into consideration who 
will doubtless have some report to make this year. We 
conferred with the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
in December and he heartily approved the change as for 
the benefit of the children and he considered the central 
location of the village and the ease of transportation 
unusually favorable to it. If a building should be pro- 
vided to accommodate all the scholars and suitable trans- 
portation for those too far away to walk, it would give to 
all the children of the town equal school privileges and be 
of especial advantage to those living out of the village. 
All would then have the advantage of a well graded school 
and the best teachers the town could employ. Unless 
some change is made to provide more room it will be im- 
possible to admit to the Grammar School all from any 
part of the town who are prepared to enter the seventh 
grade, as we have done. 


We have had twelve pupils taking the High School 
course out of town, but two of them dropped out at the 
end of the first term. Of these two are in the Haverhill

High School, and have no aid from the town; four are at 
Sanborn Seminary, Kingston; three are at Robinson Fe- 
male Seminary, Exeter and four at Atkinson Academy. 
The tuition, of which about two-thirds is paid by the town, 
is $15 per year at Kingston, $30 at Atkinson and $40 at 
Exeter, Sanborn is far better equipped with apparatus 
and teachers to do good work than is Atkinson and yet its 
tuition is only one half as much. It would be economy 
for the town to send ail its advanced scholars to Kingston 
if it had power to do so, and that would be the better 
school for them. But there is one hindrance which deters 
our girls from attending this school and that is the long 
distance to wa'k from the railroad. Would it not be econ- 
omy for the town to authorize the School Board to hire 
conveyance to take them from Powow River provided a 
sufficient number would attend ? 

We recommend the usual appropriation of $700, in 
addition to that required by law.

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Unveiling of Pollard Monument. 


A new page has been written in the town history of 
Plaistow. At noon today a magnificent monument, ded- 
icated to the soldiers who foughtin the Civil War, and 
presented to the town by Hon. Arthur G. Pollard of Low- 
ell, Mass., was unveiled before one of the largest gather- 
ings ever assembled in the town, with appropriate and 
impressive ceremonies. 

Hundreds of former residents, neighbors from adjoin- 
ing towns, delegations from many Grand Army posts, 
members of the Woman's Relief Corps and other fraternal 
bodies gathered about the spacious grounds comprising 
Pollard Square, making the scene one long to be remem- 
bered and carrying with it the air and friendliness of an 
Old Home Day. 

The Town Hall was elaborately decorated with ban- 
ners, shields and bunting on allfour sides. . All the houses © 
on the streets adjoming the Town Hall were also gaily 
decorated and with the closely trimmed lawns and well 
kept walks made a picturesque setting for the monument. 
It was a day of honor for tion. Arthur G. Pollard, whose 
love for his birthplace has found expression in so many 
gifts of permanent benefit. 

From the grand stand on which he stood he could see 
in all directions these same gifts to his native town, tokens 
of unfailing generosity. 

The exercises began at 2 o’clock, shortly aft r the ar- 
rival of a special train from Lowell, bearing Hon. A. G. 
Pollard, the American Band of Lowell and many of Mr.

The decorations of the interior of the Town Hall were 
hung by, and under the direction of Henry M. Williams 
and made the usually dull walls and sombre stage a scene 
of beauty. The stage was flanked with boughs of ever- 
green and the proscenium was hidden beneath a bank of 
asters. From the heavy girders overhead were festoons 
of evergreen, while the massive braces at the sides were 
hidden beneath a wreath of spruce boughs interspersed 
with full-blown hydrangea blooms. In this hall the tables 
were arranged and they added a heightened effect to the 
general surroundings. 


RECORDS OF HISTORY 
In the base of the pedestal a copper casket was placed, 
containing many records and offerings made by citizens at 
the invitation of Mr. Pollard.
